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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


To the Parents and Citizens of the Town of Steuben: 

The prospect of someday having your own sons and 
daughters attend in one central fireproof building, housing 
all the grades from the sub-primary through and including 
grade six quickens the pulse and stimulates the imagina- 
tion. To know that it is within your power as parents and 
interested neighbors to provide an educational pattern in 
your town on a par with any community, large or small, 
throughout the state offers a challenge that will not be 
denied much longer. To be sure, the present does not seem 
to be the time for such an undertaking. First of all, con- 
struction costs average 40 percent to 45 percent higher than 
prewar level with no relief yet in sight, and, secondly, build- 
ing materials, supplies and equipment are still limited in 
quantity with an uncertain labor supply a factor, too. While 
at the same time the anticipated government program of 
subsidizing school building projects may not get underway 
for two or three years. However, you can and'should begin 
now to condition your thinking in terms of a better tomor- 
row for your children. You must be ready when the time 
comes to lend your moral and financial support in favor of 
raising the necessary funds to match federal advances for 
the kind of school building, either local or area, which you 
feel your youngsters deserve. To do so will require vision, 
determination and a high degree of citizenship, since by 
your act you will be identified as a person with faith in 
YOUNG AMERICA with a willingness to invest in their 
future. 

It should not be difficult to visualize an elementary school 
program of attractive well-lighted and ventilated classrooms 
uniformly heated by means of a thermostatically controlled 
oil burning unit, equipped with such accessories as phono- 
~raph, radio, motion picture or slide projector and supplied 
with the latest textbooks, workbooks, paper supplies, desks 
and seats as are now available, and the real advantages of 
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modern toilet facilities, a gymnasium, cafeteria, workshop, 
library, art and music rooms, and a planned playground. 
Surely you can envision the improvement for pupils on the 
junior and senior high school levels (grades 7-8-9-10-11-12) 
being conveyed daily in safe warm busses to an area educa- 
tional institution designed to meet the needs of today’s 
children with special emphasis upon such terminal courses 
as agriculture, general shop, home making and general busi- 
ness in addition to college preparation. Without question 
you can see the gains from a better health program begin- 
ning with the first year of school and ending only upon 
graduation which will be built around the part time ser- 
vices of a visiting nurse, dentist, and doctor—and a health 
office in the school complete enough to permit adequate 
inspection services every three months or at least once a 
term for all the pupils enrolled. 

In the meantime your schools will continue to operate as 
well as can be expected considering all the factors involved. 
Of course there are handicaps to antiquated buildings; a 
toilet system as old as the country itself; almost complete 
lack of suitable playground space and facilities for physical 
training and recreation; the absence of a hot nourishing 
noon meal for hard working active youngsters; a convey- 
ance system not adequately serving the full needs of all the 
pupils, particularly those in high school; and a heating and 
ventilating system not much different from that in vogue 
in the good old “horse and buggy” days. Fortunately, how- 
ever, our assets in the form of pupils endowed with good 
average native intelligence; teachers sincerely interested in 
the welfare of each pupil as an individual; and parents 
sympathetic and full of understanding of our mutual prob- 
lems give your schools some measure of balance. Naturally 
enough, tho, you are not wholly satisfied as we move into a 
new era of “permanent peace” as you are well aware of the 
added demands of a more highly geared competitive world 
which will insist upon true equal educational opportunity 
for every youth irrespective of where he is reared, be it a 
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bustling city or a tranquil county town. And, because of this 
earnest desire to give your boy a fair chance you will be 
ready at the right time. Of this, I am certain.

STEUBEN SCHOOL REPORT 
To Parents and Citizens: 


The net ovedraft in the school maintenance 
account for the period ending February 14th is 
$1,295.58. This amount plus the amounts due the 
state on retirement deductions payable in June and 
the collector of internal revenue for withholding 
deductions due at the end of the first quarter 
approximates the $1,500.00 approved at the special 
town meeting. Eight hundred dollars of this amount 
covered the operating costs of two extra weeks of 
school so as to bring the school accounts closing the 
same as the closing of the town’s books. This dif- 
ference in closing time has occurred for some time. 
The remaining seven hundred dollars covered an 
overdraft in the regular school account based on 
36 weeks of schooling as planned in the budget a 
year ago. When planning the budget at that time 
we estimated the state school fund to be $4,145.00, 
this being the amount received the previous year. 
However the town treasurer received in December of 
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this year $3,329.50 or a decrease of $715.00 which 
is approximately the amount we overdrew this year. 
This decrease in state funds resulted from the cor- 
rection of an error in the state department of edu- 
-cation which overpaid the town a year ago. 

There is being recommended a school mainten- 
ance appropriation for the coming year of $9,050.00 
This is an increase of $2,500.00 over the year just 
ended, which includes the 1,500.00 voted at the 
special town meeting as a temporary loan to cover 
the 1946-47 overdraft, and a $1,000.00 increase over 
operating needs of a year ago. At that time, how- 
ever, we had an unexpended balance to start with 
of $1,091.03 which, of course lessened our appro- 
priations needs by that amount, at that time. 

The school maintenance account includes the 
following with their estimated appropriation needs: 

Common school $5,400.00; high school $3,000.- 
00; textbooks and supplies $500.0; library and 
laboratory $150.00. 

One of your biggest items of expense for the 
coming year will be that of common school convey- 
ance. At the present time it is costing the town 
$126.00 a week for bus drivers’ salaries. This 
amount times 36 equals $4,536.00 to be spent during 
the next school year on conveyance alone. This is 
more money than the town raises to run the high 
school. If more routes are added or salaries in- 
creased conveyance operating costs will be even 
higher next year. Teacher salaries will remain the 
same for the remainder of the present school year. 
The budget estimate, however, includes salary in- 
creases based on the bill now being considered in the 
legislature. If the bill passes and becomes a law 
certain minimum salaries will have to be paid, be- 
ginning in September next. At the present time it 
appears that $1,500.00 will be a minimum salary for 
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certified teachers. This will not be as big a burden 
on your town as it seems. Your elementary teachers 
now earn $1,100.00 a year and would be increased to 
$1,500.00 but the State will additionally reimburse 
the town approximately $425.00 per teacher or more 
than their actual increase. This is so because 
Steuben is in a high school rate class.

The financial status of the town is presented on 
the Balance Sheet and Comments regarding the 

various items are as follows: 


CASH 

The cash balance was reconciled as of May 14, 
1946. The check book balance reconciled with the 
statement of the Union Trust Co., as of April 30, 
1946 and cash in the hands of the Treasurer by 
physical count. All expenditures were made by

check with the exception of amounts which were 
credited on the taxes of various individuals.. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

These receivables consist entirely of money due 
from the State as reimbursement for Highways, 
Snow Removal and Charities, and the Town of 
Holden for Charities during the year under audit. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The records of the Tax Collector were examin- 
ed and after an adjustment of thirty-four cents the 
warrant of commitment was found to be in agree- 
ment with the Assessors’ records. The commitment 
was accounted for by cash paid to the Treasurer, 
abatements or remained unpaid according to the 
records of the Collector. | 

The collection of the current year’s taxes 
amounted to 96.8%. The prior years uncollected 
taxes were accounted for by collections of $237.30, 
abatements of $49.74 and tax liens of $85.90, leaving 
no taxes uncollected for previous years. 


TAX LIENS 

Payments recorded as received during the year 
on tax liens appeared to have been applied against 
the proper items and the liens remaining unpaid 
were found on file with the Treasurer, as summar- 
ized and detailed on Schedules A-3 and A-10. 


BONDS PAYABLE 

During the year the annual payment of $1,000.00 
was made on the bonded indebtedness of the town, 
leaving a balance of $3,000.00 to be retired at the 
rate of $1,000.00 annually. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
These notes totalling $500.00 have been out- 


standing since May 1937 and remain unchanged. 
The interest has been paid to date. 
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ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 

This account of $17.95 consists of an overpay- 
ment made by the Tax Collector, and which is due 
him. 

SURPLUS 

At the close of the year, February 15, 1946, the 
town had an unappropriated surplus in the amount 
of $49.31, as compared with a deficit of $2,079.90 
the year previous, the detail of which appears on 
Exhibit E. The appropriated surplus, consisting of 
departmental balances forward is shown on Ex- 
hibit D. 

TRUST FUNDS 

The cemetery funds are deposited in savings 
account with the lst. National Bank of Bar Harbor 
and the Union Trust Co. of Ellsworth. All income 
appears to have been properly expended. 
GENERAL 

The fidelity bonds of the Collector and Treas- 
urer were examined and found in order and properly 
recorded. : 

The Overlay is considered within the legal 
limit and was credited to the Surplus account. 

The Excise Tax receipts were checked and the 
collections found in agreement with the amount paid 
to the Treasurer. The 1945 Excise Tax of $410.04 
was distributed as follows: Administration $316.52, 
abatements $29.53, Surplus $63.99. The 1946 col- 
lection of $237.11 was carried forward to the 1946 
year. 

The warrants and receipts were checked with 
the cash account and the warrants with the distri- 
bution book. All items appeared to be proper 
charges against the town.
